Council considered an ordinance amendment establishing a large retall use of 100,000 square feet or more
as a conditional use Council approved the amendment for the conditional use on 1st reading on December
14, 2006, and alsc intiated an additional amendment to Chapter 25-2 of the City Code to provide that a
large retail use of 100,000 square feet or more of gross floor area may be established as a perrmitted use
by the City Counci in a community commeraal (GR) or less restrictive zoning district. The combined
amendments relating to a large retall use are currently before Council.

On December 14, 2006, the City Council approved 1st reading for a code amendment to redwre a
Conditional Use for large retail in permitted zoning districts The proposed amendment provides that-

* A conditional use permit will be required for a large retal use with a gross floor area of 100,000 square
feet or more;

« In addition to the existing code requirement for notification, all registered neighborhood assocciations
within a one mile radius of the proposed retail use shall also receive written notice of the pending
application, and

= The applicant will be required to post a 4" X 8’ sign on the property visible to the pubhc at the ime of the
City recewving the apphcation The sign will include information such as the City file number, type of action

pending, names and phone numbers of the applicant or agents for additional information, and a description
of the project which includes the size and use of the building.

The City Council initiated proposed amendment to Chapter 25-2 of the City Code provides that a large retail
use of 100,000 square Feet or more of gross floor area may be established as a permitted use by the City
Council in a community commercial (GR) or less restnctive zoning district. The amendment further
provides:

« that to ensure compatibility with surrounding uses, the City Council shall evaluate the zoning request in
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accordance with the same cnteria contained in Section 25-5-145 used to evaiuate Conditional Use Site
Plans and may establish a conditional overlay consistent with the same conditions considered for
Conditional Use Site Plans in Section 25-5-146,

+ that the City Councll may consider the potential for redevelopment of the site,

« that notice of an application shall be prowvided to all registered neighborhood associations within a one
mile radius of the property, and

« the same requirements for signage as proposed for a conditional use application,

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 25-2 OF THE CITY CODE TO ADD
SECTION 25-2-813 RELATING TO LARGE RETAIL USES; AND AMENDING
SECTION 25-5-145 OF THE CITY CODE RELATING TO CONDITIONAL USE
SITE PLAN EVALUATION.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

PART 1. Chapter 25-2 (Zoning} of the City Code 1s amended to add Section 25-2-813 to
read: ,

§ 25-2-813 LARGE RETAIL USES.

(A) In this section, LARGE RETAIL USE means one or more of the following
component uses with 100,000 square feet or more of gross floor area in a
single burlding: ’ *

(1) agricultural sales and services use;
(2) art gallery use, I’
(3) art workshop use;

(4) automotive rc‘p;air?serwces use;

(5) automotive sales use;

(6) construction sales and services use;

(7) equipment sales ﬁse;

(8) food sales use;

(9) general retail services (convenience) usc;
(10) general retail sales (general) use,
(11) liquor sales use;

(12) monument retail sales usc;

(13) pawn shop scrvices use;
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(B)

(14) personal improvement services;
(15) pet services use;

(16) plant nursery use;

(17) recreational equipment sales usc;
(18) restaurant (drive-in, fast food) use;
(19) restaurant (general) use;

(20) restaurant (limited) use;

(21) service station use;

(22) special use historic use, or

(23) veterinary services use.

A large retail use is allowed only in a community commercial (GR) or less
restrictive zoning district.

A large retail usc may not include a compon-é"nt use described in Subsection
(A) that 1s prohibited by Section 25-2-491 (Permutted, Conditional, and
Prohibited Uses) in the applicable zoning district.

A large retail use is a conditional usc, unless the council establishes 1t as a
permitted use in an ordinance zoning or rczoning property.

If the council permits a large retail use, a component use described in
Subsection (A) that 1s a conditional use 1n the applicable zoning district
remains a conditional use, and land use commission review of that component
use is required in accordance with Chapter 25-5, Article 3 (Land Use
Commission Approved Site Plans).

Additional notice is required for a large retail use in an application for zoning
or rezoning or conditional use site plan, as prescribed 1n this subsection.

(1} In addition to the notice required by Subchapter B, Division 3 (Notice Of
Filing; Director’s Report) or Division 4 (Public Hearing, Action) or by
Scction 25-5-144 (Public Hearing And Notice) the director shall give
notice to all registered neighborhood associations with boundaries
located within one mile of the site.
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(2) The applicant shall post a sign on the site in a location that is visible to
the public. The sign must be at least four feet by eight feet in size with
lettering at least four inches high. The sign must include the following
information:

(a) a statement that an application for approval of a zoning or rezoning
or a conditional use site plan, as applicable, for a large retail use has
been filed;

(b) the city file number;

(c) the name, address, and tclephone number of the applicant or agent;
and .

(d) a description of the proposed development, including the size and
use of the building. ,

(G) In determining whether zoning or rezoning for a large retail use is.appropriatc,
the council shall consider whether the large retail use complies with the
following standards.

(1) A large retail use must:
(a) comply with the requirements of this title,
(b) comply with the objectives and purposes of the zoning district;

(¢) have building height, bulk, scale, setback, open space, landscaping,
drainage, access, traffic circulation, and use that is compatible with
~ the use of an abutting site;

+ (d) provide adequate and convenient off-street parking and loading
facilities; and

(e) reasonably protect persons and property from erosion, flood, fire,
noise, glare, and similar adversc cffects.

(2) A large retail use may not: .

(a) more adversely affect an adjoining site than would a permitted use;

(b) adversely affect the safety or convenience of vehicular or
pedestrian circulation, including rcasonably anticipated traffic and
uses in the area;
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(c) adversely affect an adjacent property or traffic control through the
location, lighting, or type of a sign;

(d) adversely affect the future redevelopment of the site; or

(e) adversely affect the public health, safety, or welfare, or materially
mjure property.

(H) In an ordinance zoning or rezoning property to permit a large retail use, the
counci] may include a requirement for:

(1) aspecial yard, open space, buffer, fence, wall, or screen;
(2) landscaping or erosion control,}

(3) astreet improvement or dedication, vehicular ingress and egress, or
traffic circulation; )

(4) signs;
(5) characteristics of operation, including hours of operation;
(6) a development schedule; or

(7) other measures that the council determines arc required for compatibility
with surrounding uses, the preservation of public health, safety, or
welfare, or compliance with the standards in Subsection (G).

PART 2. Section 25-5-145(C) (Evaluation Of Conditional Use Site Plan) of the City
Code is amended to read:

(C) A conditional usc site plan may not:
(1) more adversely affect an adjoining site than would a permitted use;

(2) adversely affect the safety or convenience of vehicular or pedestrian
circulation, including reasonably anticipated traffic and uses 1n the area;

(3) adversely affect an adjacent property or traffic control through the
location, lighting, or type of a sign; or

(4) for a large rctail use described in Section 25-2-813 (Large Retail Uses),
adversely affect the future redevelopment of the site.
